Summary of purpose and/or changes:

LB 253 creates exemptions to the motorcycle helreguirement and creates a Motorcycle
Safety and Training Fund for motorcycle safety edion courses.

The bill increases motorcycle registration feegrafdctober 1, 2007 from six dollars to eleven
dollars.

The fine for operating a motorcycle without a Claddlicense increases from ten dollars to
seventy-five dollars, and one point will be incarrender the point system for a motorcycle
operator who incurs an eye protection violation.

Eye protection means glasses that cover the oreiggbn of the operator’s face, a protective face
shield attached to a protective helmet, goggles windshield on the motorcycle that protects
the operator’s horizontal line of vision in all apBng positions.

A person is exempt from the helmet requirementeibh she is at least twenty-one years of age,
wears eye protection, and carries proof of sucaessmpletion of a motorcycle safety course.

A person is also exempt from the helmet requirenifein¢ or she was born prior to January 1,
1987, is equipped with eye protection, and hadas<M license before January 1, 2008.

A person exempt from the helmet requirement shallehthe words “helmet not required”
printed on his or her Class M license.

Except for eye protection requirements, enforcenoéhielmet violations shall be accomplished
only as a secondary action when an operator oepgss has been cited or charged with another
violation of the Nebraska Rules of the Road.

The bill adopts the Motorcycle and Safety and TirgjnAct. The act authorizes the DMV to
establish minimum requirements for a motorcycletyatourse. The department shall approve
the courses and instructors who teach the courSash request for approval of a safety course
shall be accompanied by a fee of fifty dollars ® femitted to the Motorcycle Safety and
Training Fund. An application for an instructolisense shall be accompanied by a fee of five
dollars, and the license shall be good for thre@rsie The director has the right to cancel or
suspend a course or instructor’s license for failto comply with the rules and regulations
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adopted, or for good cause shown. Any action by director shall comply with the
Administrative Procedure Act.

The bill creates the Motorcycle Safety and Trainifgnd and transfers all funds in the
Motorcycle Safety Education Fund and all revenuesriduted to the fund to the Safety and
Training Fund.

Any person who violates any provision of the Motale Safety and Training Act shall be guilty
of a Class Il misdemeanor.
